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Jury finds Reynolds guilty of sodomy

After more than six hours of 
deliberation Wednesday, a Jury 
decided former assistant 
scoutmaster and Phillips Petro- 
leum Go, employee Robert E. 
Reynolds was guilty of sod- 
omizing a 14-year-old boy. 

The alleged victim testified 
April 23 during a preliminary 
hearing that Reynolds orally 
sodomized him eight to 10 
times between February and 
December 1989 at Reynolds* 
apartment where he had gone 
to complete requirements for a 
merit badge. 

Reynolds was charged with 
three counts of sodomy and one 
count of making an indecent 
proposal to a child- The alleged 
incidents happened between 
May 31. 1989, and Oct 1. 
1989. 

The seven-man* five-woman 
jury recommended nine years in 
prison for each of the sodomy 
charges and five years in prison 
for the indecent proposal 
charge. 

Formal sentencing will be set 
pending the completion of a 
pre-sentence Investigation re- 
quested by the defense. Accord* 
ing to Judge Dretling, who pre- 
sided over the trial, the Investi- 
gation could take as long as 30 
days or more to complete.

According to Williams, the boy 
testified Tuesday that he and 
the defendant were examining 
baseball cards at the victim's 
house on two occasions in 
January 1990.

1962 Roger Marls baseball 
cards valued at $200 a piece 
and while at the house, one 
card disappeared. When the 
defendant confronted him about 
the card and asked that it be 
returned, the boy denied 
knowledge of its whereabouts,* 
said Williams after closing ar- 
guments were made. 

"My belief is when he thought 
he could be accused of stealing I 
the baseball card, he embarked/ 



upon this story," said Williams * 
while the jury was deliberating. 

In December, the boy's par- 
ents stopped allowing him to go 
to Reynolds' apartment after he 
told them and the city's juvenile 
detective about the alleged 
abuse. 

Reynolds no longer is associ- 
ated with the Boy Scouts since 
his resignation in September 
1989. 

Judge Drelitng ordered Re- 
ynolds Immediately be re- 
manded to the custody of the 
Washington County Sheriffs 
Office.

A confidential report will be given to the applicant setting forth 
the decision of the committee. 



The applicant may - if he or she does not agree with the decision 
- request a review from the regional director by submitting a written 
request for such a review within 30 days of the receipt of the local 
council decision. 



If the regional review does not satisfy the applicant/ he or she 
may ask for further review by the National Council by submitting 
a written request for such a review within 30 days of the receipt 
of the regional decision.

I an writing this letter to describe the events which happened to my son 
and involve a person who reported himself as another Scoutmaster. 

For background, my son |^| ( age 13 years) was attending his first 
Jamboree, at Fort A.P.Hill. This was also his first airplane trip by 
himself. In addi t ion , | | has never reoorted any incidents of this type 
before. And having lived the past 4 1/2 years in Europe, where the only 
news items are through the 88C TV networks, this is not an issue which 
which has a lot of media exposure to us. 

The Mason-Dixon Council were the hosts for^ggjtrip to the Jamboree, and 
arranged for transportation to the site and bac k to the airport, as well 
as places to stay (excellent job, by the way). |3t|Jwa5 picked up by Norm 
van Norstrand of the Mason-Dixon Council the morning of the 10 August and 
taken along with other TAC Scouts to the Baltimore airport, fir. Morstrand 
looked after the boys at the airport, and made sure that they got their 
flights correct. While at the departure iounge, someone identifed himself 
to Mr. Morstrand and the Scouts as another Scouter from the Jambore e , 
found that EE1 would be on the same flight, Oelta f 1 ight fe^jjjggjjjj t o 
Houston, with an intermediate stop in Dallas, and made seatin g 
arrangem ents so that he and Hlflcould sit together. (He asked EB if that 
was OK- said yes): The man was flying to Okia, by way of Dallas.

I an certain^Uiat if the incident had not been reported by a concerned 
passsenger , II would have said nothing about it. He is torn between 
fears that "he has my name and addr ess and a photograph** (the man took a 
picture of | |on the plane as |jgj went to find the toilet) and from the 
embarrassment and shame of the incident . 



Myself, I am torn between the feelings of rage, fear for other Scouts in 
Oklahoma, and concern about the remote possibility that it was ail 
"innocent" and that this Scouter is only guilty of incredibly stupid 
behavior. But, with ail the new leader guidelines and the attention that 
8Sm has brought forth on leader behavior and concern for the boys, I can 
find no excuse for his actions. 

We are not looking for revenge, justice, apologies, nor any specific 
actions. I do not plan to file any sort of criminal complaint, I would 
only like to know that someone in the Bart letsvil le area BSA council will 
investigate, and if they have a Mr Reynolds who neets this profile, they 
will take what ever action they deem necessary. Even if it is Just to 
alert this Mr. Reynolds that he scared the hell out of one boy, 'alarmed 
IISlEIS parents , that his conduct and behavior is suspect and questionable, 
and that now at least one other adult, the passenger who complained, 
thinks that there is a child molester in the Scout program in Oklahoma. 

To my way of thinking, such an incident cannot go unreported. The 
possiblitiy that t here i s someone , somewhere , who coui d be hurt ing 
children is just too important to forget . However for the sake of others 
which could be involved, I do hope that the whole incident proves to be a 
misunderstanding, and that there are no children in danger or being hurt. 

I trust that you will forward a copy of this letter on to TAC who will aee 
that it is forwarded to National for action.

were misinterpreted by jjj, another passenger, and the stewardess . It could 
be that the only thing Mr, Reynolds is quiity of , is forgetting 3Sn*s 
guidelines on protection of Scouts from possible child abuse (being both a 
Scoutmaster and a Cubmaster, it is something of which I am aware). 

Communicating by mail is just too impersonal ax times. This is clearly one 
issue where face to face communication is needed and I would have preferred 
to present the issue in person. Unfortunately, the distances are just too 
great. My primary concern is for boy safety- in this instance, not only 
for my own sons, but for boys in the Cherokee Area Council. If you believe 
that there is no problem in your council, then what ever action your 
council decides, I will support. If this involves writing a letter to 
withdraw my complaint, I will do so. 

I still have some very mixed feelings on the subject. Not being there, 
not wanting to go into detail again with my son abou^^^e incident, not 
even wanting to present Mr. Reynolds explanation ta| | hearing the 
stewardess's report from another stewardess about a passenger complaint 
from my wife - all cause feelings of uncertaini t ies . Nothing would please 
me more to hear that the Cherokee Area Council nas carried out an 
investigation and has determined that the incident was innocent, and that 
there is no danger or potential danger for other boys in Council *^S3.

However for the sake of others 
which could be involved, I do hope that the whole incident proves to be a 
misunderstanding, and that there are no children in danger or being hurt.

But, with all the new leader guidelines and the attention that 
SSm has brought forth on Leader behavior and concern for the boys, I can 
find no excuse for his actions* 

We are not locking for revenge, justice, apologies, nor any specific 
actions. I do not plan to file any sort of criminal complaint . I would 
only like to know that someone in the Sartletsvii le area BSA council will 
investigate, and if they have a Mr Reynolds who meets this profile, they 
will take what ever action they deem necessary. Even if it is just to 
alert this Mr. Reynolds that he scared the hell out of one boy, blamed 
Igje^J parents , that his conduct and behavior is suspect and questionable^ 
ana^miat now at least one other adult, the passenger who complained, 
thinks that there is a child molester in the Scout program in Oklahoma. 

To my way of thinking, such an incident cannot go unreported. The 
possihiitiy that there is someone, somewhere, who could be hurting 
children is just too important to forget. However for the sake of others 
which could be involved, I do hope that the whole incident proves to be a 
misunderstanding, and that there are no children in danger or being hurt*
